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INTRODUCTION 


After reading histories of Somerset County, Pennsylvania and seeing contra- 
dicting accounts of the Beeghly family coming to America, I became interested 
in trying to find which was the true story. These contradicting stories will 
be given later in this genealogy. In my attempt to untangle this account, I 
became’ interested in learning about my early ancesters, where they came from, 
where they settled, and upon what conditions they left Europe. I had learned 
that others had spelled the name differently, but pronounced it the same. I 
was eager to find out if these were of the same Beeghly source. There were 
spellings, such as, Buechly, Bueghly, Beachly, Beechly, Bickley, Beekly and 
probably others. I learned that they were all descendants of Johann Michael 
Buchele who emigrated from Eutingen, Province of Baden, now part of Germany. 
Some disclaimed relationship due that the name was spelled differently. I can 
recall families who spelled the name Beachley, that lived in the area where we 
lived, and people would ask my father if they were related. He would tell them 
no, for they spell the name different. In my research I have found that they 
were second cousins, their grandfathers being brothers. 

The first part of this genealogy is entitled "History of the Beeghly Family" 
giving the early history of the Beeghly family, in Europe and America, as well 
as accounts which were obtainable of intermarried families. Many of these 
families were early settlers of Somerset County, Pennsylvania, taken from Som- 
erset County histories, others obtained from Charles F. Cook and Ezra C. Saylor, 
both deceased, who were historians that gathered information on early settlers 
of Somerset County. I must give both of these men credit for much of the in- 
formation gathered for this genealogy. Edward Miller, of Omaha, Nebraska and 
Gabriel Buechley of Waterloo, Iowa, had gathered a large amount of genealogy 
material on the sons of Michael Buchele, the emigrant, but wasn't concerned 
with the daughters of Michael Buchele, with intention of compiling a genealogy 
of the Buechly family. When Gabriel Buechley passed away, Edward Miller gave 
up on the project. Mr. Miller has turned over to me the information they had 
gathered. I must also give these two men much credit for the information 
gathered for this genealogy. 

Our ancesters had many hardships to endure while making early settlements 
here in America. They had to clear land, build buildings, and contend with 
the Indians, as well as traveling which was very difficult in early days in 
America. As far as I can learn; the Beeghly family never had any trouble with 
the Indians. It is thought that our ancester, Michael Buchele, the emigrant, 
had married an Indian girl, Barro Inken. In some early accounts of the family, 
her name was given as Barro Inken, while in other accounts as Barro Luken. 

The Gabriel Buechley and Edward Miller accounts gave it as Barro Inken. 

Michael Buchele was a member of the Amish religion before coming to Somer-~- 
set County, Pennsylvania, but after being in Somerset County he united with 
the German Baptist Brethren church, known today as Church of the Brethren. 
Most all of the first three generation of this family remained loyal to this 
faith. In later generations some changed their religion due to intermarriage, 
discontentment, and moving into communities where there was no church of their 
faith, they umited with another faith. The early generations generally lived 
in the same community, then when other sections of the United States opened up 
for claims, many of them moved westward. This was around the Civil War period. 
Many went to Illinois, Iowa, Kansas and Nebraska. Later many went to Oregon, 
Washington and California. The Buchele family has produced numerous ministres 
and foreign missionaries of the Church of the Brethrem faith. Our early an- 
cesters were mostly farmers and resided in rural communities. Not many of 


them held public offices. 


IV. 


In generations past, our ancesters were eager to mingle among themselves. 

I can recall in my boyhood days how our relatives would visit at our home fre- 
quently, and our family would visit with them. Sunday was a day when relatives 
would get together, they would attend church in the morning, then go to the 
home of a relative for the noon meal. Also family reunions were very common. 
Today this practice has faded awaye Many family reunions were held together 

by elderly members, and when they passed on, the reunions passed with them. 

I can recall when a Buechley reunion was held at Waterloo, Iowa annualy,. (which 
I attended several times) which was a very sucessful affair. Mrs. John Miller 
of Waterloo, Iowa, was the promoter of the reunion, and when she passed on, the 
reunion passed with her, and today there is no Buechley reunion in Waterloo. 
This reunion was attended by descendants from throughout the middle states of 
the United States, as well as many from California. Today there are too many 
worldly affairs that occupy the time of the younger generations, and they have 
no time for family gatherings and reunions. 

Many distinct motives have led men into research about their ancestors. 

Some have had in mind possible inheritance, and if they were entitled to any of 
such, they wanted to be sure a clear way was open through which it might come. 
Others have hoped to find some illustrious man or woman in their line of ances- 
try, and thus like the moon, they may acquire some reflected brightness when 
they have none of their own. Others again have an intense yearning to learn 
the facts of their ancestry. To them it matters not so much that their ances- 
tors prove to be illustrious or wealthy, but they do want to know who they were 
and where they lived. Such minds crave facts and truth. This leads them fin- 
ally to the most useful knowledge one may have, knowledge of self. It is true 
that a man may not know himself aright until he knows his grandfather. When a 
man has a fair knowledge of himself and his ancestry, he is in a better posit- 
ion to do his duty to himself and his family. But one does not live for self 
alone. His life also touches and shapes others, especially the lives of his 
own childrene If he knows his own inherited tendencies he will begin early 
that course of training for his children that will best fortify them against 
those tendencies that are evil, and aid and strengthen as much as possible the 
tendencies that should be encouraged. Unfortunately, this work will be of very 
little help in the study of the physical, intellectual and moral aspects of our 
ancestors. The task has been sufficently to present as far as possible the 
names of these ancestors. The material for these other studies has not been 
preserved, but it is possible in most branches of the family for those now 
living to make a study of their own immediate ancestry and learn at least their 
most prominent points of strength and weakness. In some way such studies 
should be handed down to coming generations. 

There is however one practical service that this work may render, that is 
in pointing out relationships that should be avoided in intermarriage. It is 
now generally agreed that relatives as close as first cousins should not marry, 
while the laws of most states forbid such marriage. Similar objections, though 
in less degree, exist against marriage of second cousins, and the same is true 
of the slighter degree of relationship. In general there is agreement of the 
most thoughtful, that marriage should take place between those as little re- 
lated as possible. Those who have studied the results of intermarriage among 
relatives point out several features that are harmful. They show that the 
children of closely related parents have a tendency to shortness of stature, 
which in time manifests itself in bodily weakness. Then again, such marriages 
result in impaired nervous constitutio in the children, who have a tendency to 
fits of epilepsy and defective mental, moral and physical qualities. A final 
result of constant intermarriage of relations is the lowering of the birth rate 
and the final dying out of the race. ' 

The Buchele family had its beginning in America, at Germantown, now part of 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, Michael Buchele leaving there and going to Lancas- 
ter County, Pennsylvania, and then to Somerset County, Pennsylvaniae The 
later generations spread out to all parts of these United States, with some in 
Canada and foreign countries, thereby relatives have lost trace of each other. 
I have found this quite frequent in my contact of descendants for information. 
This work may prove a help in pointing out relationship that are not known to 
existe I had a genealogy published previous to this one, and I had a lady 
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write to me, telling me that she had been adopted by a family when quite young, 
and didn't know where any of her brothers and sisters were located, but through 
the genealogy that I had published she was reunited with her family. 

Because our forefathers did not keep accurate records of family data, this 
information must now be gathered from a great variety of sources. Court re- 
cords must be consulted and copied, inscriptions on tomb stones recorded, 
church records searched, published historical and genealogical records must be 
examined, and a voluminous correspondance must be carried on with descendants 
far and neare No reader of this genealogy will ever realize like the author, 
the difficulty encountered or the imperfection which are boubd to creep into 
work of this kind. Some errors cannot be kept out or corrected. Often the 
data surrounding an incident has been given in two or three ways by different 
persons, and found again to be different in public recordse In many cases the 
dates on tombstones differ from those records in family Bibles or Historical 
and genealogical records. In my search for records, I took as truth, first, 
Family Bibles where they were obtainable3 second, obituaries from news papers, 
where they were obtainables third, tombstone information. If these were not 
available, then from Court House records, published genealogies etc. The great- 
est discouragement of all is perhaps the failure of some descendants to respond 
to requests for information. This is not intentionally, I'm sure, but just 
characteristic neglect and carelessness. Of the later generations where the 
descendant is living, the record came directly from them. When I had the pre- 
vious genealogy published, in search of information, I had sent one lady about 
three forms to fill in her family information, which she did not return any of 
them. After publication she had nerve to write me, inquring why her family 
wasn't included in the genealogye There may be some who have declined to fure 
nish information about their families because of two scriptures that urge the 
avoiding of genealogies that are endless, and that minister questions of strife. 
This genealogy is long, but not endless, and a work of this kind will settle 
disputes rather than raise them. The author at least has not been disposed to 
dispute with those who do not agree with him on the value of such a publication. 

This publication is submitted to widely scattered descendants of the Beeghly 
family that they may have a better understanding of their common ancestor, and 
that they may know how the many people that bear the name are related to each 
other. Inquiring minds need no longer chafe under the limited knowledge of 
their ancestry, which has been the lot of many who heretofore have sought in 
vain of their kindred for knowledge of this kind. Many men have believed that 
knowledge of this kind should be preserved. They have taken pains to write 
records of their own families in careful hand in the pages of their Family 
Bibles, that they may be preserved for coming generations. Thereby, this 
publication may aid in bringing the members of this family into a better 
acquaintance with each other, and will aid in keeping before them the life and 
faith of their common ancestore

The names of descendants of Joseph Beeghly and Mary Keagy always appear 
first in the account of their families. The number following the name of the 
descendant refers back to the number of his-or her parents. The number after 
children's names refers foreward to that child's paragraph. If both marriage 
partners are descendants of Joseph Beeghly and Mary Keagy, the number of both 
parents will follow each name. The families are numbered in order, starting 
with the oldest child of the family and tracing their family through, then the 
next child and so on. Some children will have an alphabet added to the number. 
This is due to that information received after the manuscript had been started 
for the publisher, in order to include that child's information. As for adop- 
ted children, only their birthdate will be given. There may be cases where I 
did not receive the information that they were adopted children, and their full 


information is given. 


WILL OF MICHAEL BEEGHLY 


IN THE NAME OF GOD, Amen, I Michael Beeghly of Brothersvalley township, in 
the County of Somerset, in the State of Pennsylvania, Yeoman, being sick and 
weak in body, but of sound mind, memory and understanding (blessed be God for 
the same) do make and publish this my last Will and Testament in manner and 
form following to wit. 

Principally and first of all I command my immortal soul into the hands of 
God, who gave it, and my body to the earth, to be buried in a decent and Christ- 
ian like mannerat the discretion of my executors, herein after named, and as 
to such worldly estate wherewith it hath pleased God to bless me with in this 
life, I give and dispose of the same in the following manner towith: 

First, I give and devise that my five sons and six daughters have equal 
shares alike, that is to say firstand formas one hundred and fifty pounds, 
eagh of them all, of which my sons, Jacob Beeghly, John Beeghly and Joseph 
Beeghly have received their sums in full as it will appear by the receipt. 

My son Abraham received fifty pounds, and my daughter Barbara intermarried 
with Christiam Moyer, received one hundred twelve pounds, fifteen shillings 
and three pence. Mary, intermarried with Michael Moyer received one hundred 
and thirty-five pounds. Elizabeth, intermarried with Joseph Flora received 
Fifty two pounds. Catharina intermarried with Jacob Horner received one hun- 
dred and fifty pounds, her share in full. Hannah intermarried with John Kover 
received twenty one pounds, thirteen shillings and nine pence. Susana inter- 
married with John Forney received forty one pounds, five shillings and nine 
pence, as it appears by thire tifrent receipts. 

Second, I give and devise that too noty due by Jacob Horner, first No. 3 
and No 5, twenty five pounds each to be given to Joseph Florey and too nates, 
Noe 4 and Wo. 6, twenty five pounds each to be given to John Forney. And I 
devise that my executor heresfter namit is out of the first money which is to 
come in, to pay my just debt and then pay to the children which is jet behind 
till they have their full sums of one hundred and fifty pounds and all equal 
as above mentionit. 

Third, I give and devise that my son, Michael Beeghly when he comes to his 
age of twenty one years to have the old plantation whereon I now live, con- 
taining one hundred and forty four acres, twenty eight perches, and alowance 
at the valuation of four pounds per acre. first detackt out his share of one 
hundred and fifty pounds, and to give noty for the remanter of twenty five 
pounds each to become due, the first on the first day of May after he come to 
his age of twenty two years, and twenty five pound yearly and every year untill 
the sum is paid. 

Fourth, I give and devise unto my beloved wife Barbara my black mare, her 
saddle and breidle, two of my best cows, four sheep, her own bed and bedding, 
one iron wash kettle, two small iron pots, one washing tupe one dozen table 
spooms and one dozen pewter plates, a set of knifs and forks and four pewter 
dishes to her own choice, one iron pan, one iron stue pan and all the iron 
ladles, one coffee mill and papper base, one quqrt bottle, one pot rail, one 
tea kittle and coffee pot, all the tea cops and sausy, one tin bucket, one 
ditto of wood, one smol basket, one chorn, two sachels, two cow chanes, one 
table, one gear on spinning weel, all her yarn, all the lincy and all the table 
clauths. One togh trough, one wineger keg, one keg with all the wiskey init 
and all the wool which is on the sheep now, two bills, two of the new tite 
barrels, three arden pots with the honey in it and all the arden ware in the 
house. Two kegs with all the sugar in it, all the baken, one testament, one 
pesalt spile, one blumangardlin, and I oxder and devise that my wife Barbara 
is to have the tenths of the plantation whereon I now live until Michael come 
to the age of twenty one years, and after Michael come to his age heis to give 
twelve bushels of weat, ten bushels of ray, seventeen pounds hachelt flax, the 
tenth wherever she chous in the garden, eight apple trees to chose them every 
year, and to haul firewood as much as she do wand and to feat her mare and her 
cows the same like his own and the sheep. And I order that my wife is to have 
the East side of the house and prevelige in the kitchen and fireplace and to 
have the tin plate stove and all the pipes, one hundred pounds hoge meet and

stable room for cattle, that is the stable next to the maudo. to have tore 
artickles yearlay and every year during her live, and Michael is to pay the 
four first notes as the came due to my said wife and to have the whole during 
naturel live, providit if she should keep single. If she should git married 
it is to fall to my elaven children and equly to be dividit among them and if 
not, after her Decease it is to be equly dividit, except Michael is to have 
his mother's stove and all the pipe. 

Fifth, I gave and devise unto my son, Michael the young sorrel mare with a 
ball and the first could out of my wifes mare, one wind mill, the clock and 
case, the clous preps and the stelyard and his own tools which he bought him 
seif, the Bible and testament and prolterspil, bed and bed stat. 

Sixth, and as touching all the rest residue and remander of all mt estate, 
real and personal what soever I give and devise to all my children or the sur- 
vivers of them, share and share alike to be equalty divided between them pro- 
vidit my son Abraham in his share of one hundred and fifty pounds as before 
mentioned, he has received one note of George Laman of one hundred pounds. If 
it should be lost that his los should be made good out of this last divition. 
My executor is to rent or let the plantation whereon I now live and to give 
the preference to John Kover. If the plantation is rented the grane in the 
ground is to go with it except my wifes tenth, but he must lafe so much in the 
ground when he lefs it and sow no more than two fields yearly, one with sumer 
grane and one with winder grane, and to furnish my wife with firewood during 
that time. And lastly I nominate, constitute and appoint my son, Joseph Beeghly 
of Somerset County to be my executor of this my Will and hereby revoking all 
other Wills by me heretofore made and declaring this and no other to br my 
last Will and testament. In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and 
seal this eighth day of April in the year of our Lord, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and six. 

Sealed, published and pronounced and declared by the said testar as his last 
will and and testament in the presents of us, who in his presence and at his 
request have subscribed as witness.

WILL OF JOSEPH BEEGHLY 


In the name of God, Amen, I Joseph Beeghley of Allegheny County, in the 
State of Maryland, being in perfect health of body and of sound disposeingment 
memory and understanding. Considering the certainty of death and the uncer- 
tainty of the time thereof, and being desirous to settle my worldly affairs 
and thereby be the better prepared to leave this world when it shall please 
God to call me hence, do therefor make and publish this my last will and testa- 
ment in the manner and form following, that is to say, First and principally, 

I commit my soul into the hands of Almighty God, and my body to the earth, to 
be decently buried at the discretion of my executer, here in after named, and 
after my debts and funeral charges is paid. I devise and bequeath as follows. 
Item 1. I do give and bequeath unto my grandson, James Hook, son of my daughter 
Susan, deceased, the sum of two hundred dollars to be paid to by my Executor, 
in the following manners, that is to say, one hundred dollars to be paid to 
him when he arrives at the age of twenty-one years, and one hundred dollars to 
be paid to him when he shall arrive to the age of twenty-two years which is to 
be in full of all his interest in my real and personal estate. 

Item 2. I do give and bequeath unto my daughter, Sarah, who intermarried with 
Henry Hauger, one full and proportionable share of my real and personal estate 
of which share I have paid her Seven hundred and forty five dollars and thirty 
one cents, This is to be deducted from her share. 

Item 3. I do give and bequeath unto my daughter Mary who intermarried with 
John Shepp, one full and proporticnable share of all my real and personal 
estate, with exception of eleven hundred ans sixty dollars, to be deducted from 
her share, which amount I have paid her in land and in money, on which land 
she now lives, which is four fifty acre lots which are known and distinguished 
as number thirty one hundred and eighty four analighty. Give thirty one hun- 
dred and eighty six. Thirty one hundred and eighty seven, which land I do 
give and bequeath unto my daughter, Mary during her natural life time, and 
after her death I do give and bequeaththe said land to my daughter Mary's 
children. Further it is my will that if any difficulty or trouble should arise 
concerning the said land, that my ececutor should defend the said land by law, 
at the expense of my estate, be it understood that the said executor is to 
defend the said land during the life of my daughter, Mary and after her death. 
Make a deed to her children for the said land. 

Item 4. I do give and bequeath unto my son Jacob Ke Beeghly one full propor- 
tionable share of all my real and personal estate with the exception of one 
thousand dollars to be deducted from his share, which amount I have paid to 
hime 

Item 5. I give and bequeath to my son, Michael K. Beeghly, one full and pro- 
portionable share of all my real and personal estate with the exception of one 
thousand dollars to be deducted from his share, which amount I have paid to him, 
Item 6. I do give and bequeath unto my son, Samuel Beeghly, one full and pro- 
portionable share of all my real and personal estate with the exception of one 
thousand dollars to be deducted from his share, which amount I have paid him. 
Item 7, I do give and bequeath unto my daughter, Hannah, intermarried with 
John Hook one full and proportionable share of my real and personal estate, 
with the exception of one thousand dollars to be deducted from her share, which 
amount I have paid to her. 

Item. 8. I do give and bequeath to my daughter, Eve, who intermarried with 
Lewis Weigley, one full and proportionable share of all my real and personal 
estate, with exception of one thousand dollars to be deducted from her share, 
which amount I have paid to her. 

Item. 9. I do give and bequeath to my daughter Catharine, who intermarried 
with John Cupp (Kaub) one full and proportionable share of my real and per- 
sonal estate with the exception of one thousand dollars to be deducted from 
her sharee Which amount I have paid to her. 

Item 10. I do give and bequeath unto my daughter, Elizabeth, who intermarried 
with Emanuel Dickey, but is now a widow, one full and proportionable share of 
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my real and personal:estate with the exception of one thousand dollars, to be 
deducted from her share, amount I have paid to her. 

And lastly I do herby constitute and appoint John Cupp (Kaub) to be my sole 
executoc of this my last will and testament, revoking and annulling all former 
wills by me heretofore made, ratifying and confirming this and none other to 
be my last will and testament in witness whereof I have here unto set my hand 
and affixed my seal this fourteenth day of February, in the year of our Lord, 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty two.

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HISTORY OF THE BEEGHLY FAMILY 


In compiling a genealogy it is only proper that we should look back over 
the conditions and hardships our forefathers had to endure, that we might en- 
joy the priviledges of freedom today. I shall endeavour to give the early 
history of our ancesters, as well as the conditions in the land from which 
they emigrated, as well as the land into which they camre 


The first record we can find of the Buchele family is one named Johann 
Buehl who lived in the Rhine valley, in France, which lies just accross the 
border from the Province of Baden. This is early in the seventsenth century. 
He was Lord of his district. He was a Huguenot. King Louis XIV sent soldiers 
to demand that he become a Catholic. He gave these soldiers a Bible, and said 
“by your pines and this Book, I shall never give up my religion. The soldiers 
returned to Louis XIV and told him what Johann Buehl had totd them. Instead 
of punishing this Johann Buehl, he knighted him and gave him a seat in govern- 
ment for his stand. After Johann was knighted, he changed his name to Buchele, 
meaning ''Little Book". 


HUCUENOTS: the name (of unknown origin) borne by the Protestants of France 
from about 1560 to 1629. Protestantism was introduced into France between 1520 
and 1523, and its principles were accepted by many members of the nobility, the 
intellectual classes and middle classes. At first the new religion was protec~ 
ted by royalty, notably by Margaret, Queen of Navarre, sister of Francis I, 
king of Francee Toward the end of his reign, however, Francis persecuted the 
French Protestants, and his successor followed his example. Nevertheless the 
French Protestants increased in number. At their first national synod or coun- 
cil (1559) fifteen churches were represented; at the next council held two 
years later, over two thousand churches sent representatives. The rapid in- 
crease in the number of French Protestants excited the alarm and hatred of the 
French Roman Catholics. The religious hatred was exasperated by political 
rivalry between the house of Valois, then in possession of the French throne, 
and the house of Guise. Catherine de Medicis, who governed France in the name 
of her son, Charles IX, allied herself at times with the Huguenots for politi- 
cal reasons, but generally sided against them. Religious intolerance and the 
political strife in which they became involved brought severe persecution upon 
the Huguenots in the reign of Charles IX and led to reprisals by them upon the 
Catholics. Finally war broke out. Between 1562 and 1598 eight civil wars, 
interspersed with treaties of peace, and marked by bitter fighting and by ass- 
assinations and other acts of treachery, took place between French Catholics 
and ProtestantsSe 


EDICT OF NANTES: a deeree giving partial religious freedom to the Hugue- 
nots, proclaimed by Henry IV of France in 1598 and revoked by Louis XIV in 
1685. The Edict of Nantes ended a series of religious wars between Catholics 
and Protestants which ravaged France from 1562 till 1598. During these years 
several ineffective treaties were concluded, embodying priviledges for the 
Huguenots. The Edict of Nantes included the religious provisions for these 
treaties and added several more. By the terms of the edict, the Huguemots 
were granted liberty of conscience throughout France. They were allowed to 
puild churches and hold religious services in specified villages and the su- 
burbs of any city except Episcopal and Aechiepiscopal cities, royal residences 
and within a five mile radius of Paris. Huguenot nobles were permitted to 
hold services in their homes. Followers of the faith were granted civil rights 
and the right to hold official positions. Huguenot pastors were paid by the 
government as were Catholic priests. In 1865 this edict was revoked by Louis 
XIV, and all Huguenots were forced to leave France due to persecution. They 


went into Switzerland and Germany. Johann Buchele fled to near Stuttgart, in 
the Province of Baden. 


BADEN: a land lyimg in the southwest corner of Germany, bounded on the 
north by Bavaria and Hesse; on the west by the Rhine river, with France and 
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the Bavarian Palatinate beyond; on the south by Switzerland; on the east by 
Wurttemburg and part of Bavaria. The country consists of the eastern half of 
the fertile Rhime valley and the adjoining mountains. Farming is the principal 
occupation due to the fertile soil. 

The history of Baden as a state began in 1112 A.D., when Hermann, grandson 
of Bertold, Duke of Carinthia and count of Zahringen, assumed the title of Mar- 
grave of Baden. Ninety years later his descendants divided up their territor- 
ies and formed two houses; Baden-Baden and Baden-Hochberg. A century later a 
new house of Baden-Sausenberg came into being as an offshoot of Baden-Hochberg. 
This line failed in 1418, and that of Baden-Sausenberg in 1503, when the whole 
of Baden passed under the rule of the Margrave, Christopher I of Baden-Baden. 

This prince combined in 1512 with the Elector Palatine, Duke of Wurttemburg; 
bishop of Wurzburg, and in 1515 with Frederick the Wise of Saxony, to set up a 
counter-alliance to the Swabian League, an action that was instrumental in pre- 
venting any effective organization of the Empire as a single unit. Christopher 
was also a promoter of discord within his own family by partitioning his estate 
between his three sons. Throughout the sixteenth century Baden suffered sever- 
ily from the internecine warfare of its rulers, and the Reformation only served 
to add religious bitterness to territorial rivalries. The Thirty Years War 
further accentuated these disputes and it was not until after the signature of 
the Treaty of Westphalia, in 1648, that the family feuds finally disappeared. 
Nor was it until 1771, when the Baden-Baden line failed and their land passed 
to Charles Frederick of Baden-Durlach came to play a conspicuous part in German 
history. Charles Frederick reigned over Baden from 1749 until 1811. He quad- 
rupled the territory of his estate and proved himself a wise and humane ruler. 

It is here in Baden, in a small town, Eutingen, where we first our known 
ancesters. 


MICHAEL BUCHELE: he was born in 1680 at Eutingen, Province of Baden and 
died Oct.14,1761. The church record at Evangelical parish at Eutingen states 
"the old citizen at this place". He married Feb.23,1711, Agnes Hermann who was 
born 1690 at Eutingen, daughter of Hans Jacob Hermann. The church record does 
not give her death date. These records were compiled from the church records 
of the Evangelical parish in Eutingen by a German genealogist. Their children 
were as follows: 

Anna Maria Buchele born Feb.2,1712 at Eutingen, Baden, died Apr.18,1712. 
Johann (Hans) Michael Buchele, born Feb.26,1713 at Eutingen, Baden, died 
Mar.24,1771, married (1) Dec.10,1742, at Eutingen, Anna Winckler who was born 

1721 at Eutingen, Baden, died May 24,1749, daughter of Georg Johann Winckler. 
Married (2) Nove3,1750, at Eutingen, Baden, Christina Schneider who was born 
May 9,1727 at Ellmendingen, Baden, died Apr.10,1813 at Eutingen, dau of Jere- 

mias Schneider and Anna Catharina Finsin. 

Johann Jacob Buchele, born Nov.9,1714 at Eutingen, Baden, died Nov.16,1714. 

Christoph Buchele born June 20,1716 at Eutingen, Baden, died Apr.11,1717. 

Johann Adam Buchele born Mar.e12,1718 (see his account later) 

Maria Agnesa Buchele born Dec.18,1719 at Eutingen, Baden, died Auge7,1794, 
married Feb.18,1749 at Eutingen, Baden, Heinrich Jacob Buttel who was born Dec. 
12,1722 at Eutingen, died July 15,1804, son of Heinrich Jacob Buttel and Anna 


Maria Kalber. ; 
Johann Martin Buchele born May 27,1722 at Eutingen, Baden. He emigrated 


from Eutingen. y 
Anna Maria Buchele born June 10,1724 at Eutingen, Baden, She emigrated to 


Jutland. . ' 
Elisabetha Buchele born Jan.13,1729 at Eutingen, Baden, died May 4,1730. 
The Evangelical parish at Eutingen, Baden, exists since 1549, but the regis- 
ters there are preserved only from 1707. The Evangelical parish is Lutheran. 


JOHANN ADAM BUCHELE: son of Michael Buchele and Agnes Hermann, was born 
Mar.12,1718 at Eutingen, Baden, married about (church record) 1743, Cathrina 
Hirtzler who was born July 19,1722 at Konigschaffhausen, Baden, daughter of 
Hans Hirtzler and Anna Maria Mayerine Johann Adam Buchele was of noble rank 
and his wife, Cathrina Hirtzler was anabaptist, a religion looked down upon by 
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both Protestants and Catholics. As for what noble rank he held we cannot ascer= 
tain. A nobleman was a person having hereditary title, rank and privileges; 
member of the Second Estate, as distinct from the clergy and commoners. He may 
have been a knight, as it was Johann Buchele who was knighted, and as the child- 
ren of Michael Buchele are of the Johann lineage. Michael may have been the 

son of Johann who was knighted. As Johann Buchele had fled to Baden after the 
Edict of Nantes was revoked in France in 1685. This constituted a morganatic 
marriage (see later). 

Johann Adam Buchele and Cathrina Hirtzler were the parents of two children; 
Johann Michael born Jan.21,1742 (the church record gives he was begotten by 
whoring) and Anna Maria Cathrina born Sept.19,1743 (the church record her as 
begotten by cohabitation before wedlock). Cathrina Hirtzler united with the 
Evangelical church at Eutingen, but we do not know when. If it wasn't until 
after the children were born, this would have not been considered a legal marr- 
iage by the church until she united with the church. They may have heen married 
before the children were born, but considered illegitimate as far as the church 
was concerned. We can only speculate on this, as there are no records available 
to accurate it. The same goes as to whether Johann Adam Buchele held a noble 
rank. This was handed down by the early ancestors of the family, but no records 
are available to accurate ite 

As a morganatic marriage, there came a time when Johann Adam Buchele had to 
part from Cathrina, his wife, and any children born to her. We see in the emi- 
grant list of those coming into Pennsylvania, on Sept.14,1751, one Johann Adam 
Bukle went through commons at Philadelphia Court House, arriving on the ship 
St. Andrew with James Abercrombie as Captain. The ship sailed from Rotterdam, 
Holland. In looking for names in ship lists, one must look for names nearest 
to the spelling of the name, as the emigrant did not sign his name, but pronoun- 
ced it to the commons officer and he wrote it as he thought the spelling should 
bee As in the name Buchele, the ch is pronounced k. We can find no record on 
Johann Adam Buchele after this time in America. It is probable that he returned 
to Baden and took his rank. As for Cathrina, she went to Germantown, Pennsyl- 
vania.e Shortly after she arrived in America she received word that she had 
fallen heir to a diary in her homeland. For her to acclaim the diary, it was 
necessary that she and her children return to the homeland. As ocean traveling 
was very dangerous and hazardous in those days, she pondered some time as to 
whether to make the return journey. Her decision was to return. On the return 
trip, the ship on which she was traveling was boarded by sea pirates. Some 
accounts give she was frightened to death by the pirates, while others give she 
was killed ny the pirates. As for Johann Michael, he was taken captive, We 
know nothing as to what became of the daughter, Anna Maria Cathrina. She mey 
have been thrown over board, and again she may have been taken by other passen- 
gers back to Europe. She was about nine or ten years of age. Again we can 
only surmise in this case. Johann Michael was held captive for two years, when 
one night in Philadelphia harbor (some accounts give it Baltimore harber) he 
jumped over board and swam to shore, and made his escape, and returned to Ger- 
mantown, Pennsylvaniae The Buechley's in Waterloo, Iowa, shortly after the 
Civil War had hired two New York attorneys to go to Germany’ and investigate 
this diary of which Cathrina Buchele had fallen heir to. They found that the 
diary was there, but never claimed, although taxes had consumed it. 


MORGANATIC MARRIAGE: a term denoting a legitimate marriage between a prince, 
or other male member of several royal families of Europe, and a woman of in- 
ferior rank, in virtue of which by special pact between the royal family and 
the nation, the wife dces not acquire royal rank, nor the children of the union 
inherit their father's rank, property, or title. In the case of a morganatic 
marriage, when it came time for the husband to take to his rank, the wife and 
any children born to her, was sent out of the country, mostly to Holland and 
Switzerland, In the case of Johann Adam Buchele, he brought her to America. 


HANS HIRTZLER: It happened that the Anabaprist fugitives from Switzerland 
joined a Lutheran or Reformed community at their new home place, Konigschaff- 
hausen, Baden. Rudolph Hirtzler, born 1636, died 1694, an Anabaptist fugitive 
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from Canton Bern, Switzerland was the first Hirtzler to come to Konigschaff- 
hausen, He was most likely the immigrant ancestor of the Hirtzlers here. Hans 
Hirtzler, Anabaptist, together with Jacob Kurz, signed a petition on Mar.1,1743 
in his capacity of tenant of the farms Catharinethal and Karlshausen, concern- 
ing a new burial ground. In a copy book at Nordwell, Baden, (a town near Konig- 
schaffhausen) there is data on a marriage of Anna Maria Buchele, daughter of 
Jacob Buchele of Nordwell, Baden, with Gabriel Lutz. 

Hans Hirtzler married 1719, Anna Maria (Mayerin) Henninger, the widow of 
Franz Henninger. Han's occupation was assistant judge. To them was born one 
child, Cathrina, born July 19,1722 at Konigschaffhausen, Baden. She became the 
wife of Johann Adam Buchele. We see in the emigrant list of those comming into 
Pennsylvania, that on Nove3,1750, one Hans Jost Hertzer went through commons at 
the Court House at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. He arrived on the ship, Brother- 
hood, with John Thomson Captain. This ship sailed from Rotterdam, Holland. We 
do not know where they settled in America, but it is thought at Germantown, 
now part of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This is probably the reason for their 
daughter, Cathrina (Hirtzler) Buchele coming to America. 


ANABAPTISTS: a term generally applied, in the Reformation times, to those 
Christians who rejected infant baptism and administered the rite only to adults. 
The Anabaptist movement was the product of religious and social factors which 
antedated the Reformation. In its religious aspect it was the successor of the 
various small groups of Brethren and Friends of Gods; unorganized movements, 
mostly of humble men, who insisted upon religion as a personal relation between 
man and God. The social aspect of the movement was the outgrowth of the unrest 
of the artisans and peasants under the growing oppression of the rich. The Re- 
formation, by disturbing the social status quo, broght all kinds of discontent- 
ment to the surface. The social unrest soon found expression in the Peasant's 
War (1525) in which demands for both religious and economic reforms were voiced. 
The religious expression of Anabaptism was represented in a growing number of 
individuals and loosely praying circles, not separated from the church, but 
looking askance upon its ritual and denying the miraculous powers of the sacra- 
ments. This led to the rejection of the sacrament of infant baptism and the 
demand for adult baptism only. The logical result of this was the rebaptism of 
those who had been baptized in infancy, whence the name Anabaptist, (one who 
baptizes again). 

The name, however, as so often happens, indicates only an incidental part of 
the movement, the essential element of which was not a question of baptism, but 
of individual religion as against ecclesiasticism and the conneetion of church 
and state. In the theology there was much variety, from a sincere acceptance 
of the Apostle's Creed in most of northern Europe to a frank antitrinitarianism, 
especially among the humanist of Italy. 

Organization of the Anabaptists began in 1524, when delegates from a wide 
circle met in Waldshut, Germany, and tried to lay down rules of living derived 
from the Bible, but did not form a church organization. At a general synod 
held at Augsburg, Germany in 1527, a simple statement of doctrine was framed, 
and an organization was formed. From this time the Anabaptists, already wide 
spread, grew rapidly in numbers until they extend from England to Italy, from 
The Netherlands and Switzerland to Poland and Hungary. Their opposition to the 
churches made them everywhere subject to persecution, often to torture and 
death. The darkest pages of the Reformation history are those which tell the 
story of the sufferings of the Anabaptists, under both Catholic and Protestant 


governments e 


AMISH: Menno Simons (1492 - 1559) was the leader of a sect of Anabaptists 
in Holland, who became known as Mennonites, which was founded at Zurich, Swit- 
zerland in 4525. The movement extended through Switzerland, Germany, Holland, 
Austria and Russias Members of this sect were subjected to frequent persecut- 
ion and in consequence made many migrations. : 

The Mennonites were lovers of peacee Their confession of faith embodies the 
usual evangelical doctrines concerning God, the fall of man, the authority of 
the scriptures, repentance and baptism. Correct discipline and tectitude are 
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considered more important elements in the Christian life than learning and doc- 
trinal points. Divorce is condemned, except on the grounds of adultery. The 
bearing of arms and the taking of oaths are regarded as wrong, and the holdings 
of offices under the state is not encouraged. 

The first settlement of Mennonites in America was made in 1683, when emi- 
grants induced by William Penn's offer of religious liberty, settled in Pennsyl- 
vania and built a meeting house at Germantown. 

The Amish church derives its name from Jacob Amman of the Bernese Alps, who 
lived over a century later tham Menno Simons, and believed that the church 
should return to earlier and stricter customs and practices, from which many in 
his time had departed. Especially did he urge a stricter observance of the ban, 
or the avoidance and shunning of those who had been excommunicated by the church 
Amman and his followers were opposed by Hans Reist, who defended the usages of 
the church. There were many earnest discussions between these parties through 
the Oberland and Emmanthaler regions. Amman introduced among his followers the 
full beard and the using of hooks and eyes instead of buttons on men's clothes, 
as had been the custom in the times of Menno Simons, especially in Belgium. 

The feeling between these two parties was very bitter. As late as 1711, when 
many of both parties were driven out of Switzerland, they refused to use the 
same boat on a journey down the Rhine river. In 1700 Amman and some of his 
followers wrote to Reist to secure a reconciliation. Among the signers are 
the names, Isak Kauffman and Christian Blank, family names very commen among 
the Amish names of today. 

The division between the followers of Ammon and the followers of Reist has 
never been healed, but has been transplanted to America and other countriese 
The Amish church originated in the Canton of Bern, Switzerland, and from there 
its members went into Alsace-Lorraine and the Palatinate, Germany, and from 
these places many of the members of that church have come to America. The earl- 
iest Amish congregation in the United States was established along North Kill 
Creek, Berks County, Pennsylvania, in 1735. The Indians subsequently crowded 
them southward, where today they are firmly rooted. 

Here is a quotation from “The Amish and the Mennonites", a Mennonite pamph- 
let, by Ammon Monroe Aurand Jr., "From birth to death their lives are ordered 
by "ritual" to methods which others think unneccessary, or even foolish. But 
these people do it and like it-- and prefer it to anything the rest of the 
Protestant world has to offer -- avoiding everything outside their own circle 
as they would a plague. 

If the Commonwealth gives these people a free reign in their religious ex- 
pressions, there will be Mennonites for-ever-and-a-day, for they will hold their 
own in a world where around them there is much strife and discord; while amongst 
them there is peace, pleasure and plenty."

GERMAN BAPTIST BRETHREN: also known as Dunkers, Dunkards and today known as 
The Church of The Brethren and Progressive Brethren and Grace Brethren. We 
have today the Conservative Brethren, Old Order Brethren. The one mostly re- 
ferred to as German Baptist Brethren is Church of the Brethren. The Dunker 
movement was an offshoot of the Pietist movement in Germany in the late seven- 
teenth centurye Dissatisified with the formalism and ritualism of the Protest- 
ant churches of their time, the Pietists, a class of religious reformers, bee 
came numerous and energetic in Germany in the early years of the eighteenth 
century. They sought to revive declining piety in the Protestant churches. 
Among them were men of all shades of religious opinions, which were at variance 
with the established churches. In this aggregation of persons holding widely 
differing views on almcest all Christian duties, except those of devotion and 
piety, it was found difficult to collect a sufficient number who were of one 
mind, to establish a congregation. Early in the eighteenth century there seems 
to have been a special revival among these pietists. In addition to their reg- 
ular services, private house-to-house meetings were held. Their frequent as- 
semblies very soon attracted the notice of their enemies, inflamed with the 
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spirit of jealousy, and persecution speedily followed. Many of them were dri- 
ven from their homes in Switzerland, Wurttemberg, Germany, Hesse Cassel, Ger+ 
many and other places. A number of these exiles found refuge at Wittgenstein, 
under the government of a friendly count, through whose intercession, liberty 
of conscience was granted. This leniency on the part of the local government 
had the effect of inducing a heavy immigration to the community, although the 
land was rough and the s»il barrene Most of them settled at Schwarzenau, 
about three miles from Berlenberg. 

In their endeavors to administer wholesome discipline among themselves. the 
pietists were again made to feel the nacessity of better organization. They 
felt a desire to put into practice the instructions given in the eighteenth 
chapter of Matthew, "If thy brother shall trespass against thee, go tell him 
his fault between thee and him alone ----", but they could not agree upon any 
system of church government. 

Finally, eight pious souls, after careful prayer and prolonged study, rely- 
ing only upon God and the Bible to guide them and their followers forever, 
walked slowly, solemnly and heroically from the house of Alexander Mack to the 
river Eder, which like a silver thread, wound its way through the heart of a 
rich and varied landscape. Here the pious eight, in the early mcrning, sur- 
rounded by meny curious wittnesses, knelt in prayer, and one of them led Alex- 
ander Maek into the water and immersed him three times, in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Then Alexander Mack baptized 
the other seven, and these eight, perhaps the first to receive trine immersion 
in the history of the Protestant church, then organized a new congregation. 
This new congregation chose one of their number, Alexander Mack, as their Lead- 
er, and thus began the Taufers, or German Baptist Brethren church as a separate 
and distinct organization. These eight members, the beginning of the church 
were: Alexander Mack, Anna Margaretta Mack, Joanna Noethinger or Bony, Andrew 
Bony, George Grebi, Lucas Vetter, John Kipping and Joanna Kipping. These eight 
were all members of a Protestant church before 1708. Kipping was a Lutheran, 
Mack, Vetter, Bony and Grebi were bred Presbyterians (Reformed). Rejecting on 
the one hand the creed of man, and on the other hand the abandonment of ordi- 
nances, they turned to the Bible for guidance. From God's word they learned 
that ordinances were vital and creed unnecessary. Adopting the Bible as their 
rule and guide they organized a church with no creed, and eith all the ordi- 
nances as taught by Jesus and his followers, as recorded in the New Testament. 
Their position is unique. They have no counterpart in history, save the mother 
churches established by Paul and the disciples. They are Protestants without 
a formed protestant creed. They are Pietists without the ultra church-in-the- 
spirit doctrines of Spencer and his followers. 

In doctrine the Brethren are dtrictly orthodox. They hold the Bible to be 
the inspired and infallible word of God, and accept the New Testament as their 
only rule of faith and practice. They believe in the Trinity, in the divinity 
of Christ, in the Holy Ghost, and in future rewards and punishments. Faith, 
repentance and baptism are held to be the conditions of salvation. In prac- 
tice they follow closely the Scripture teachings and observe the primitive 
simplicity of the apostolic church. They enjoin plainness of dress, settle 
difficulties among themselves without going to law, affirm instead of taking 
oath, refrain from participation in politics, oppose secret societies, advise 
against the use of tabacco, and have a rule more than a century old against 
the manufacture, sale or use of intoxicants. As early as 1782 they prohibited 
slavery, and pronounced in strong terms against the slave trade. 

The first emigrants from the mother church in Germany arrived in America 
in the autumn of 1719. Their number included about twenty families. This 
voyage was made on a large Flemish vessel, from Friesland, with a number of 
other passéngers, and ended in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania in the autumn of ae 
Immediately upon reaching shore they scattered abroad, seeking homes for them- 
selves and their families. Some remained at Philadelphia, some went to German- 
town, and others to Skippack, Oley and Conestoga. Peter Becker, the leader of 
the first company of immigrants, settled near Germantown on a twenty acre farm 
where he remained for twenty-seven years. They organized themselves into a 
congregations December 25,1723 at Germantown, Pae 
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The persecutions of the Brethren in Germany became so severe, that in the 
year 1729 a second party of them decided to emigrate to Pennsylvania, where 
they could worship God as they felt the Holy Scriptures taught. Among this 
group was Alexander Mack, who was the first leader of the Brethren in Germany. 
They landed in Philadelphia after a rough voyage, lasting seventy-one days, on 
Sept.15,1729. This increase in membership, and especially to their number, of 
Alexander Mack and other founders of the church, wonderfully encouraged the 
church in America. This inspiration became contagious, and resulted in the 
organization of several new congregations. From here the movement moved west- 
ward. 

"Westward the course of empire wends its way" is an old saying, verified in 
history, and was so in the movement of the German Baptist Brethren. As to the 
beginning of settlements by the Brethren in the Glades, now Somerset County, 
Pennsylvania, here is a quotation from Dr. Brumbaugh, "the first movement of 
the Brethren across the Allegheny mountains in Pennsylvania, was to Brueder- 
dall, Brothers Valley, in what is now Somerset County, Pennsylvania. About 
1762 this congregation began under George Adam Martin. He was at this time a 
Seventh Day Baptist, and the congregation at the beginning held to the same 
doctrine. They soon, however, returned to the practice and faith of the Bap- 
tist Brethren. The number of members in 1770 was seventeen."' It was here in 
Somerset County, Pennsylvania that our forefathers becam affiliated with the 
German Baptist Brethren church. They were either Mennonite or Amish when they 
came to Somerset County. After Michael Beeghly became affiliated with the 
German Baptist Brethren he was ordained a Bishop. 

In 1881-1883 there was a division in the ranks of the German Baptist Breth- 
rene This resulted in the secession of the two parties, known as the Old Order 
Brethren and the Progressive Brethren. The former objected to the advance the 
church was making in education, missionary and Sunday-School work, while the 
later insisyed that the church was too conservative, that the rules laid down 
by the annual conference were oppressive,-and that greater liberties should be 
enjoyed in matter of dress. After some years of contention these parties with- 
drew from the mcther church and formed separate congregations. The mcther 
church is known today as the Church of The Brethren, and the new organization 
as the Brethren church. 


EVANGELICAL PARISH RECORDS: Milford Beeghly of Pierson, Iowa, a descendant 
of the family of John Beeghly, the brother of Joseph, had made several trips 
to Germany to try and locate records on the Beeghly family there. After being 
unsuccessful, he hired a German genealogist to try and find the records. He 
found the records of Johann Adam Buechele at Eutingen, in the province of Baden, 
at the Evangelical parish there. The Evangelical parish was either Lutheran 
or Calvinists (Presbyterian). The records here conflict with the birthdate of 
Johann Michael Buchele as to the dates we had in former records. The early 
records we have gave his birth date as Feb.e2,1739, the church records give Jan. 
21,1742. I have checked the callender change, and found that the date January 
21 was changed to February 2. Now as for the year. Could a boy of ten or 
eleven years of age, after being held captive for two years by sea pirates, 
remember exactly what year je was born? Or could he have been committed to the 
family he lived with at Germantown, Pennsylvania, after his escape from the sea 
pirates, until a certain age, and he made his age older in order to leave this 
family earlier? These are things we can only consider, as we have no records 
to verify them. As for other records in the Evangelical parish, they do agree 
with records handed down by generations of the family. Early records give that 
he was born at Eutingen, Province of Baden, now part of Germany. Also that 
Michael was an illegitimate child, as the parish records say he was begotten by 
whoringe Also we were given the account of Michael's father being of royal 
birth, and married a morganatic wife. We can find no records of royalty of the 
father, but do find that the Buchele family was knighted in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. but we do know from this record, that Cathrina Hertzler, the wife of 
Johann Adam Buchele, was Anabaptist, considered the lowest class in Baden. 
The early records give his name as either Michael Joshua or Joshua Michael. 
After receiving these records, I contacted five German born men, and asked them 
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what is the translation of the name Johann in the English language, and they 
all told me Joshua. Some may not agree with this translation, and say it is 
John, which I myself would have interpreted it. These men told me that Johann 
is Joshua, and Johanns is John, as is Hanse 

Some may not agree that this is our ancestor, but as for myself, I am con- 
vinced that we are descendants of Johann Adam Buchele and Cathrina Hertzler. 


GERMANTOWN: a historical residential district of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
situated on Wissahickon Creek, in the northwest part of the city. Germantown 
was founded Oct. 1683, by a group of German settlers under the leadership of 
Francis Daniel Pastorius. In 1688 four of the early settlers voiced the first 
formal protest made in America against slave holding. In 1690 the first paper 
mill in America was erected there. The borough of Germantown was incorporated 
in 1691. The first American edition of the Bible in any language was published 
in Germantown in 1743 by Christopher Sauer. In 1854 Germantown became a part 
of Philadelphia, and now forms the twenty-second ward of the city. Germantown 
contains many old landmarks, to name a few, the Morris House, built in 1772, 
which served as the headquarters of General William Howa at the close of the 
Battle of Germantown, in the Reveloutionary ware The Chew Mansion built about 
1761 by Benjamin Chew, an American Loyalist, and still marked with cannon shots 
of the battle. And the Germantown Academy, built in 1760. 


JOHANN MICHAEL BUCHELE: (Joshua Michael Beeghley or Buechley) son of Johann 
Adam Buchele and Cathrina Hirtzler, was b. Jan.21,1742 at Eutingen, Province of 
Baden (now part of Germany). He came to Pennsylvania, accompanied with his 
parents, landing in Philadelphia Sept.14,1751. On a return trip (see account 
of Johann Adam Buchele, earlier in this history) to Germany, his mother was 
killed by sea pirates, and he a boy of about eleven years of age, was taken 
captive by these sea pirates. He was held captive for about two years, when 
one night in Philadelphia (some accounts give Baltimcre) harbor he escaped by 
jumpimg overboard and swimming to shore, and made his way to Germantown, Penn- 
sylvania. We do not know with whom he made his home at Germantown. Emanuel 
Beeghly, of Bruceton Mills, W.Vae, who wrote a short history on the Beeghly 
family before his death, gives this story "Michael was generous and free hear- 
ted boy. The family with which he made his home, had gone away and left Mich- 
ael at home. In the meantime there came aclass of Zeigeiners (supposedly Gyp- 
sies) begging for something to eat. Michael cut some bread and gave it to 
them. The family did not approve of this free handed generosity, so when they 
went away-again and left Michael as house keeper, they hid the knives. Again 
came this band of Zeigeiners begging '"'Scheiner, viser sweine muter, geb mir 
ein bissel spech, dan gehe ich foudir evech" (Pretty white swine mother, give 
me a little fat meat and I shall go away from you.) Having no knife with 
which to cut bread, he gave them the whole loaf." 

We hear no more of Michael until 1762, when he took himself a wife, by the 
name of Barro Inken (some accounts give her maiden name as Luken) who was be 
Sept.9,1742 in Bucks County, Pennsylvania. I have been informed by the German- 
town Historical Society that there were many families by the name of Luken 
living in the Philadelphia area at that time as well as southern Bucks Countye 
I had made a trip to court houses at Philadelphia and Doylestown (Bucks County) 
to see if I could find marriage records to verify which was right. At both 
Court Houses, they informed me that the earliest records they had on file was 
for the year 1885. While at the Doylestown Court House, a gentleman asked me 
whose records I was looking for? I told him Michael Beeghly and Barro Inken. 
He said "what did you say the wife's name was"? I told him Barro Inken, and 
he said Barro is an Indian name. 

In 1766 Michael acquires fifty acres of land in Cocalico township, Lancaster 
County, Penns¥ylvania, just north of the present town of Denver. Here he took 
to farming. Here Barro passed away Jan.20,1770 from child birth, when her 
youngest child was borne She was: buried in the back yard of their home (as was 
the custom in those days). She was the mcther of three sons namely, Jacobs 
John and Joseph who is the sketch of this genealogy. Here in Lancaster Michael 
was a member of the Amish faithe Michael remarried to Barbara Zug (Zook) who

was be in 1745, daughter of Christian Zug and Anna Kannabel. 

There is zome controversy over the two marriages of Michael Beeghly. Some 
want to contend that he was only married to Barbara Zug, and that she was the 
mother of all his children. There was in possession of David Beeghly, son of 
Michael Beeghly Jr. who Michael states in his will should have the family Bible. 
the old Beeghly Bible, from which some of the early descendants have copied 
out of. All they copied was birth dates and not death dates if they were there. 
Some have said the Bible gives his wife's name as Barro Inken, some Luken, and 
one who copied from the Bible, says Barbara Zug is mentioned but she didn't 
know if it was a wife or what. I was of the opinion that Barro Inken was the 
mother to all his children, until the settlement papers of Christian Zug was 
discovered, in which he states that he paid to his son-in-law, Michael Beeghly 
May 25,1774 twenty-seven pounds, then on Jan.26,1784 fifteen pounds and on Feb. 
6,1785 twenty-three pounds. So by this Michael had to be married to Barbara 
Zug as early as 1774. I had copied from record, either from Edward Miller's 
collection, or records kept by Mrs. Andrew Alexander, of Accident, Md.e, that 
Barro had died Jan.20 of child birth, but no year was given. As I was of the 
opinion that Barro was the mother of all his children, I inserted the year 1789, 
when Michael Jr.e, was be Jane10,1789. So in accord with the Christian Zug 
papers, this couldn't be the date. By the birthdates of the Children as re- 
corded in the Bible, the cnly child that she could have died of child birth was 
Joseph (the subject of this genealogy) who was born Jan.i9,1770. So Barbara's 
first child would have been Barbara Beeghly born Oct.27,1783. This would cor- 
respond with his second marriage between the birth of Joseph and the birth of 
Barbarae 

The children of Michael Beeghly, as recorded in the Bible, with birth dates 
is as follows: Jacob Beeghly, Dece10,1766; John, June 26,1768; Joseph, Jan. 
19,1770; Barbara, Oct.27,17733; Mariah, June 29,1775; Elizabeth, Feb.17,1778; 
Abraham, Jane31,1780; Catharina, Apre27,1782; Anna, June 7,1784; Susanna, 
Auge18,1786; Michael Jr. Jane10,1789. The Bible gives Michael as born Feb.2, 
1739 and Barro as Sept.9,1742. 

On Feb.13,1775 Michael Beeghly warrented a tract of land in Brothersvalley 
township, (later Elklick township, formed in 1785 out of Breithersvalley town- 
ship) Somerset County, Pae This land was surveyed Mar.25,1775, when he took 
his family and left Lancaster County, moving westward, to Somerset County, where 
he built his buildings and took to farming here. He disposed of his in Cocalico 
township, Lancaster County, Pas, Nove24,1809, selling to Joseph Mishler. We 
find Michael Beeghly for the first time, on the Brothersvalley township, Assess- 
ment list in 1775. It was here he built the first tub mill in Somerset County. 
In 1783 Michael had accumulated seven hundred acres of land according to Assess- 
ment list. On Dec.17,1784 Michael warrented another tract of land in Brothers- 
valley township, Somerset County, Pa., about five miles southwest of the presnt 
borough of Berlin, containing two hundred and thirty acres. Here he built 
buildings and moved his family. This tract was surveyed Mare23,1785. Here he 
lived to the time of his death, Aug.12,1812. Barbara outlived him, and passed 
away in 1815. They were both buried in the back yard of their home. 

While in Lancaster County, Michael adhered to the Anish or Mennonite relig- 
ion. After coming to Somerset County, he united with the German Baptist Breth- 
ren, (Church of the Brethren today) ia which he was ordained a Bishop. His 
children all united with the German Baptist Brethren church. 


THE BEEGHLY NAME: The German spelling of the name was Buchele. Today it 
has been altered into several spellings. Michael himself, altered the spelling 
two ways, on his will he spelled it Beeghley and on his deeds he spelled it 
Buechley. The sons of John Beeghly (family 33) had beccm acquainted with the 
sons of a family in Hagerstown, Md., who spelled the name Beachley, but pro- 
nounced it the same as John's sons. This family of Beavhley from Hagerstown, 
Md., ancesters had come from England. They told John's sons that they didn't 
spell the name correctly, as they have the English spelling, as their ancesters 
came from Englande The boys went home and told John this, and he went to the 
Court House at Somerset, and had the spelling of his name changed from Beeghly 
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to Beachley. After this John's brothers and sisters had the spelling of their 
names changed to Beachley, as did several of the descendants of Sbraham's de- 
scendants living in the Meyersdale, Somerset County, area. Several descendants 
of Peter Beeghly (John's father) have asked me why on. Peter's. tombstone the 
name is spelled Beeghly, and all his children have Beachley. I told them John 
was born Beeghly, but changed his name to Beachley. All of Michael's children 
took the spelling Beeghly except Abraham, who took Buechly. Michael Jr. sett- 
led at Dayton, Ohio, and some of his descendants changed the spelling to Beech- 
ly. A number of John's (Michael's son) settled in centeral Iowa, and they 
changed to Bueghly. Elias K. and John A. Buechly, sons of Abraham had settled 
in Blackhawk County, Iowa. Several of their descendants went to Long Beach, 
California, and there changed the spelling to Beekly and Bickley. Then several 
in the Waterloo, Iowa area changed to these two spellings. There was a family 
of Buchele who came from Germany, and settled near Trenton, New Jersey. Their 
descendants came to Westmoreland County, Pennsylvania. They changed their name 
to Beighley. They are no relatives to the Michael Beeghly family, as far as I 
can assertain, but could have been in Germany. A few of the Beeghly descend- 
ants of Connellsville, Pennsylvania and northern Cambria County, Pennsylvania 
took this spelling. There are numerous families by the name Beighly in the 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania area, but no relation to the Michael Beeghly descend- 
antSe 

This altering of the name led many descendants of the Michael Beeghly family 
to believe they were not related, because the spelled the name differently. 

As an example, my father lived a short distance from John Beeghly, who changed 
name to Beachley. Several people in the community asked my father if he was 
related to this John Beachley. My father told them there was no relationship 
because they didn't spell the name the same. In my research of genealogy I 
find they were second cousins. 


ELIAS COBER CEMETERY: As stated before, when Michael died, he was buried 
in the back yard of their home. When Barbara died she was buried there also. 
The buildings of Michael Beeghly were torn down. Elias Cober bought the farm. 
He had several children who died in infancy, and as there were these two graves 
there on his farm, he buried these children there. Then when Elias died he 
was buried there. Then Joseph Beeghly's daughter, Sarah, married to Henry 
Hauger buried there. These were all descendants of the Michael Beeghly family. 
Michael and Barbara' graves were marked with field stones, engraved M.B. 1812 
and B.B. 1815. Some years ago I had contacted some male descendants of the 
descendants of Michael Beeghly, asking for a donation to erect a tombstone for 
Michael and his wives. I was of the impression that Michael and his both wives 
were buried there, and had the tombstone with him and his two wives erected. 
The cemetery is well kept up by the Cober family, and has an substancial fence 
around it. It is located near the village of Pine Hill in Brothersvalley town- 
ship in Somerset County, Pennsylvania. Several descendants have come to Somer=- 
set County, to see where their ancestor lived. I have taken several of these 


to visit this cemetery. 


BROTHERSVALLEY TOWNSHIP: was organized as a township of Bedford County, 
Pennsylvania in 1771. It then included all the present County of Somerset, 
which is situated west of the Allegheny mountains, and extended north into the 
present County of Cambria. Various explainations of the origin of the name of 
the township have been given, put the most probable theory is that of the Ger- 
man Baptist Brethren, many of whom were amcng the first settlers, bestowed the 
name upon the settlement. Land was not open to settlers until 1768, but doubt- 
less there were hunters, trappers and squat-settlers within the territory be- 
fore that date. 

Of the early settlers it can be truthfully said that they were generally 
poor, but industrious. The dawn of prosperity did not begin until after the 
Revolutionary War, san then it came so slowly that a few lived to see its full 
brightness. Though possessed of little education, many of the pioneers had 
strong religious convictions, ans amid the trials and hardships which bese 
them were sustained by a simple unfaltering trust in God. Let all Honor and 
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reverence be paid to their memories, for their heroic achievements the present 
generation is indebted for individual blessings. 

In the first assessment list of the township , in 1772, we find none of our 
ancestors were listed. In the 1774 assessment list we find the name of Michael 
Beeghly. 


JOSEPH BEEGHLY: the third child of Michael Beeghly and Barro Inken, was be 
Jane19,1770 in Cocalico township, Lancaster County, Pennsylvaniae He grew to 
manhood on his father's farm in both Elklick and Brothersvalley townships in 
Somerset County, Pennsylvaniae About 1795 or 1796 he married Mary Kegy who was 
born in York County, Pennsylvania, the daughter of John Kegey and Sara Sneider. 
Her sister, Elizabeth Keagy married the brother of Joseph, Abraham Buechley. 
After his marriage, Joseph settled in Brothersvalley township, where the village 
of Beachdale now is located. Later he left Somerset County, and settled in the 
Cove, north of Accident, Maryland. All his children were born in Brothersw 
valley township, Somerset County, Pennsylvania. Joseph followed the trade of 
farmer all his life. They were members of the German Baptist Brethren church. 
His son Jacob Ke Beeghly remained on the home farm, and his son Michael K. 
remained on the farm in the Cove, near Accident, Md. He died on the farm near 
Accident, Maryland, Apr.20,1852. There was a cemetery on the farm near Acci- 
dent, Maryland, where Joseph and his wife were buried. The farmer who now owns 
the land has destroyed the tombstones and plowed the cemetery over. I was for- 
tunate to get to this cemetery, while some of the tombstones were still in 
condition to read, as several of the Beeghly descendants were buried there, and 
I did get some dates from stones. Unfortunate I did not get the stone for 
Joseph and his wife. Therefore I did not get Mary (Keagy) Beeghly's birth and 
death dates. They were the parents of three sons and seven daughters. 


JOHN KEAGY: was born 1746 in eastern Pennsylvania, son of Jacob Keagy and 
Feronica Stehman. Married about 1772, Sara Sneider. About 1783 he and his 
wife, with their family moved west of the Allegheny Mountains from York County, 
Pennsylvania, to Elklick township, Somerset County, Pennsylvania (Bedford 
County). There on June 9,1785, he was granted a patent to three hundred and 
eighteen acres of land. He became a member of the German Baptist Brethren 
church, and was called to the office of deacon in early manhood. At the time 
of his arrival there were living in the vicinity a few scattered members of 
the same denomination. One of those was John Burger, who lived on a farm now 
known as the Buechley estate. In the fall of 1783 some ministering Brethren 
from the east visited Brother Keagy. They hunted up other members of the Ger- 
man Baptist Brethren in the valley, and held a love-feast at the house of John 
Burger, and organized the little band into a church. John Keagy was promoted 
to the ministry. This was the first communion service held by the German Bap- 
tist Brethren west of the Allegheny Mountains. John Keagy was ordained as a 
Bishop in the church about 1790, serving in this capacity until his death, Nov. 
1806. He was succeeded by Michael Meyers (son-in-law of Michael Beeghly) as 
Boshop.e. On May 26,1800, John Keagy sold his plantation and mansion house to 
his son-in-law and daughter, Emanuel and Sarah Flory. John Keagy and Sara 
Sneider were the parents of six children: Jacob, the only son, married Susan 
Markley, Mary and Elizabeth married Joseph and Abraham Beeghly, respectively, 
sons of Michael Beeghly, Sarah married Emanuel Flory, Ann married Henry Flory, 
brother of Emanuel, Evie married John Olinger. Most of this family moved to 
the western states of Ohio and Kansas. 


SUMMARY: Forms were sent and personal contact was made with s descendant 
of almost all families in this genealogy who have married children. Many filled 
in the forms and returned with the information requested. To these I want to 
thank yous. Some did not return the forms, to them I want to say "too bad'! 
your information is not complete in this genealogy, and also you deprived 
others of your family of having their information in this genealogy. A few 
families I was unable to locate any descendants. So if your information is 
not in this genealogy, blame can be put on a brother or sister, or son or 
daughter who would not answer my inquiry. 
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EXPLAINATION: As this genealogy is entitled DESCENDANTS OF MICHAEL BEEGHLY 
AND BARRO INKEN Book III Joseph Beeghly and Mary Keagy, many have asked what 
is book I and II. My intention is to have published the genealogy of each of 
the children of Michael Beeghly, if time permits. They will not be published 
in numerical sequence, as Book I the oldest child and on to the youngest child 
as book X. Book III is the first book published. The books will be published 
as I get them ready for publication regardless of number.

July 24,1778 in Brothersvalley 
township, Somerset County, Pa., d. son of Peter Cover and Anna Margaret She- 
decker. Farmer. Church of the Brethren. 


From Cover genealogy ''He was the member of the family to whom the sale of 
his father's farm was entrusted by the other members of the family in their 
original intention. After the settlement of the estate nothing more is known 
of him." 

There was a John Cover settled in the Masontown, Fayette County, Pennsyl- 
vania at about this time. I checked his will at the Uniontown Court House, 
and the wife's name at his death was not Hannah. It could have been she died 
and he remarried. As the Cover family was members of the Lutheran church, and 
the John Cover that settled in the Masontown area was Church of the Brethren. 
Hannah's husband, John Cover had united with the Church of the Brethren. The 
Covers in their genealogy leaned to this same theory, but said it has never 


been proven.
